He Describes the Conditions 


Fully. 


Says the Regular Troops Recently 


Landed Are Scant'ly 


Officered. 


WASHINGTON, June 
26.—General 


•Otis, in a reply to a cable to the war 
•department asking for information re- 
garding the situation and conditions in 
thfc Philippines, today cabled a lonjr 
fei>ly as follows: 


-.MANILA, June 26.—Adjutant Gen- 


eral. Washington: 
In the rainy sea- 


son little in the way of land campaign- 
ing is possible in Luzon. We occupy n 
large" portion of the Tagalog country, 
OH r lines stretching Irom Imus south 
to San Ferna\ndo north, nearly sixty 
miles, and eastward into Laguna prov- 
ince. 
The insurgent armies have suf- 


fered great losses and are scattered. 
The.only large force held togejfier is 
one of about 4000 in Tarlac. province 
ami Northern Pampanga, 
Their scat- 


tered forces in bands of from 50 to "300 
in other portions of Luzon and in Ca- 
vite and Batangas provinces could.as- 
semble possibly 2000, though all are de- 
moralized from recent defeats. 


"The mass of the people, terrorised 


by the insurgent soldiers, desire psace, 
and American protection. 
They no 


longer flee on-the approach of our 
troops unless forced by the Insurgents, 
Imt gladly welcome them. There haa 
-been no recent burning of towns. The 
population within our lines Is becom- 
ing dense and .taking UP land cultiva- 
tion extensively. The people are kept 
out of Manila as much as possible, as 
the city population .is becoming too 
tjreat to be cared, for.

THE SUGAR BEET 


Result of Experiments in 


This County. 


Beets Planted on M. Theo. Kear- 


ney's Ranch are Dsing 


Well. 


• Farmers and land owners are watch- 
ing with considerable interest tlie ex- 
periments in. beet culture now being 
carried on In this country. 
It will be 


remembered that the Farmers' Club 
and thR Chamber of Commerce received 
last spring several sacks of sample 
for distribution to those who would 
promise to make the experiments in a 
careful manner and report the results 
to th*; clubs distributing the seed. 


Of course, sufficient time has not yet 


elajiS^d to make possible a prediction 
ap to the results of the experiments on 
the vi'hole. but in many parts of the 
country the young- beets are looking 
welt and give promise of being fully up 
to the standard 
when mature. 
M. 


Theo. Kearney .has three acres of hf-ets 
In a thriving condition on his Chateau 
Fresno ranch west of this city. 
The 


seed vas planted early in the season 
and the beets arc now two inches in 
diameter anil looking well. 


Mr. Bou-en, the superintendent at the 


Kearney ranch, is of the opinion that 
the seed was planted too early to se- 
cure the best possible results. 
The 


beets 
were Irrigated ' late and the 


ground bake'l in maces, causing the 
tops to burn somewhat. 
Mr. Bowen 


thinks that if belter care had l>een ta- 
ken of ihe beets much more satisfac- 
tory results might have been obtained. 


The land In which the seed was sown 


is" a sandy loam, which IB the opinion 
of Mr. Tiov.-en is not the nest adapted 
for the purpose. 
Beets thrive best In 


soil containing some alkali ami this was 
entirely lacking in tiio place selected 
for the r^xjrerlment on the Kearney 
ranch. 
Besides alkali land Is tfoft and 


xvouid not 'have linked after irrigation. 
as did the land where the beets were 
planted,

Alkali" land is al?6 preferable for the 


reason that it is possible to maintain a 
more equable moisture in the soil than 
fn lhe:sanily loam: 
To be able-to con-
